FOUR MEN KILLED. 


Hot llattle 
In Which 
all Concerned 
IVero Killed. 
Last Sunday 
Jcsso Ho'ffman, 
a 
farmor living 
near Duncan, 
went 
over to tho railroad camp at Antc-lop- o 
Pass with a load of vegetables 
and melons, which 
ho 
hoped 
to 
soil. 
His 
brother, 
Wm. Hayden 
Hoffman, better 
known 
through 
tho country as Push Wadley, was 
at the camp. 
Tho brothers 
wero 
eating a melon when 
a 
Mexican 
named Navor Sanchez, grabbed 
a 
piece 
of tho 
melon 
and 
Jesse 
knocked 
him 
down. 
Sanchez 
went after a gun, says tho 
Lords-burt- 
r. 
Liberal, and caino 
back with 
ono and a Inond, 
named 
lienito 
Canales, 
also armed. 
As 
thoy 
camo up to Hoffman ho pulled his 
gun and ordered them io stop, but 
they continued 
to advance. 
San- 
chez got so closo to Hoffman that 
ho knocked 
his gun up when 
hp 
shot, and thon tho two Mexicans 
and tho two Hoffmans commenced 
shooting. 
Whon it was over Hay- 
den Hoffman was dead, and Jesse 
Hoffman 
was 
shot 
through. 
1 ho last shot hred 
was by Jcsso 
Hoffman, who 
was down, at San 
choz, tho man who commenced tho 
trouble, who was nearly a hundred 
foot away, hitting him in tho head 
and killing 
him 
instontly. 
The 
othor Mexican, Canales, 
was shot 
throo times, and it is supposed ho 
is doad, although his body was not 
found. 
There 
were fifteen 
shots 
fired and.elovcn took effect, ton in 
the four men and one in tho anklo 
of W. II. 
Brown, 
who keeps 
a 
saloon. 
This is pretty good shoot 
ing. 
Jcsso lloflman 
died 
beforo 
night. He was about 27 years 
old 
and leaves a wife 
and 
ono 
child. 
Thoy had accompanied him on tho 
trip, but had stopped at Hender- 
son's ranch. 
Hayden Hoffman was 
about 25 and was unmarried. 
Tho 
bodies wore buried at Hendersons. 
Word was sent into town and Dr. 
Crocker, 
Constable McGiath and 
John Craig went out to the sceno 
As all the shooters wero dead there 
was no cause 
to arrest any 
ono. 
Justice Henry held an inquest over 
ino 
Aionmans 
and 
tne 
juries 
brought in verdicts 
that Hayden 
Hoffman 
came 
to his death 
by a 
gunshot wound inflicted byNavor 
Sanchez and that Jesse was killed 
by Bonito Canales. 
Ono peculiar 
thing about tho shots 
is that not 
ono of them went through tho man 
hit. 
Brown was brought to Lords- 
burg 
Mondaj- - 
and 
Tuesday 
Dr. 
Crocker 
operated 
on 
him. 
He 
found tho 
ball 
imbedded 
in the 
largo bono of the left heel 
so firm- 
ly that it could not 
bo extracted 
"without doing more cutting 
than 
ho thought 
advisable. 
Tuesday 
night ho took 
him down to tho 
hospital at Doming.

Tho Case of Edward J. Sullivan, nn Insauo 
Sinn. 


Mrs. 
Nellie 
Sullivan 
went to 
Phoenix 
last 
Thursday 
for tho 
purposo of getting hor stop-so- n 
Ed 
Sullivan committed 
to the 
insane 
asylum. 
Tho following from tho 
Jiepubli- - 
can irives the cist of the story of 
his hallucination and of his 
com- 
mittment although it says nothing 
of his life of several years 
in Saf 
ford, whero he is well 
known 
by 
nearly everyone, and where 
every-on- 
o 
knows that Ed 
should 
havo 
been in the asylum years ago: 
Edward 
J. Sullivan 
was 
com 
mitted to tho insane asylum yestor 
daj-- . 
His case is 
one 
rattier 
out 
of tho ordinary. 
Ho is 
twenty-si- x 
3rear& old and has 
been 
un- 
balanced from early boyhood. 
Ho 
was an inmato of tho asylum at 
Napa, Cal., 
about six years 
ago, 
and was discharged as cured. 
But 
ho was not cured and likely novcr 
will be. 
On account of his mental 
infirmity ho was 
deprived 
of the 
advantages 
of education, 
but ho 
has 
knocked 
about' 
tho 
world 
until he has taken 
on 
a kind 
of 
polish. 
Ho is a pleasing and gon. 
orally coherent talker. 
His state 
mem in pro Date court was 
a very 
interesting one, marred only by a 
single hallucination regarding 
tho 
moral character of his stepbrother's 
wife, whom he supects of having 
poisoned his farther and of having 
similar designs upon 
himself, 
lie 
is sustained 
1)3' his pride of anccs 
try, tho O'Sullivans, the kings 
of 
Ireland, 
on 
ono 
side, and 
tho 
Scotch Bcares on the 
other. 
Ho 
is fulty aware of his mental 
con- 
dition, which ho says is a heritage 
from his mother, who was a drunk 
ard and died 
one. 
Ho thinks 
if 
his farthor had provided him with 
a different kind of a mother his lot 
in lifo would have been 
difforcnt. 
It is said that 
his 
idea regarding 
his mother's habits is not a 
hallu- 
cination. 
Ho was accompanied in court by 
his stepmother, Mrs. 
Nellie 
Sulli- 
van of Safford, who arrived 
in the 
cit3 
morning 
and to 
ward whom ho exhibited 
the most 
marked affection, 
for she 
became 
his 
stepmother 
when 
ho 
was 
a 
small bo3r. 
Mrs. Sullivan presented a lot of 
letters 
received 
from 
Sullivan 
while ho was in Los Angolcs 
lie 
scorned to have been tn'ing 
to ex 
haust 
the stationary 
of 
11 tho 
hotels 
of .that city. 
The letters 
of 
woro 
general 
well 
written, 
though 
occasional' 
was a ramb 
ling, sugestivo of his unsottlcd 
in- 
tellect. 
In one of them, speaking 
10 
of his disappointments, 
he wroto. 
"This 
life 
is a 
continual 
hoi so 
laugh." 
to 
Sullivan 
wanted 
to go 
to tho 
asylum and came hero alono from 
Safford for that pui pose. 
Tho fust to 
witness was Col. "William Christ3, 
who said that he had 
never 
scon 
Sullivan until two weoks ago, when 
he called at the Valley 
bank 
and 
wanted to borrow 
20. 
Tho onl3' 
security 
he had to 
offer was 
a 
check on a bank somewhere. 
Col 
Christy became 
interested 
in the 
joung man 
and engaged 
him 
in 
conversation. 
Sullivan 
said 
ho 
had como to get into tho asylum, 
but had learned that he could not 
bo admitted without a commitment. 
Ho said that ho had found out how 
bring 
himself within 
tho 
pur- 
view of the probate 
court. 
That 
was to go out into tho streot and 
raise boll, but 
ho didn't like to 
break into iho asylum violent'. 
Col. Christy laid tho matter before 
Dr. Ward. 
The colonel 
in 
ropl3r 
a question said that he formed 
an 
opinon that Sullivan 
was 
in- 
sane 
at 
when ho first saw 
him. 
Tho 
of 
impression was strengthened when for 
ho learned that the young man was 
going around town wanting to bii3' 
things and havo thom charged to 
Col. Christy. 
Tho colonel did not 
sa3' so, but 
ho would probabty 
think an3' 
stranger 
insano 
who 
would try to borrow 
money at a 
bank 
on 
his 
simple, unadorned 
bj 
word. 
JasporDobbs had known 
Sulli- 
van about two weoks. nis acquain; 
intanceship began when Sullivan 
came 
--to 
board 
with 
him. 
His 
suspicion of insanity 
commenced 
whon 
at 
tho 
end 
of fivo da3s 
nothing had been said about pay. 
the 
Mr. Dobbs mentioned it first, and 
Mr. Sullivan replied that ho would 
tho 
bring 
an 
order 
from 
Colonel 
Christy. 
for 
Mas. 
Sullivan 
said tho j'oung 
man 
came 
to 
tho territoiy first 
ou 
about six 3'cars ago, though 
com- 
paratively little of his time 
sineo 
has been spent in Arizona. 
Sulli- 
van, 8ho said, had exhibited 
men- 
tal weakness when a boy. 
Ho had 
most 
ungovernable 
temper. 
Once ho stabbed 
a hoiso 
in 
tho 
throat and killed 
it. 
He 
had an for 
antipatli3r to chikhen 
and 
was 
a 
constant menace 
to them.
